The way ia which town« grow in the 


southern counties of California, says 
the Sam Francisco Post, is illustrated by 
tho progress of Monrovia, the site ol 
which four months ago was only o 
brush-covered tract-on the foothills. At 
four months old the town contains sixty 
furnished residences, fifteen or twenty 
more in course of erection, a commodi- 
ous hotel and two churches. Between 
1880 und 1884 the vote of Los Angeles 
nearly doubled, and since 1884 the in- 
crease has been proportionately quite as 
great. It is calculated that since the 
Presidential election there has been a 
gain of 15,000 in the population of Los 
Angeles county.

heirs and assigns, to tiee tne streets and allays 
for the purpose of erecting poles, standards, 
lamps and other appHaucea necessary to gen- 
erate uud convay, and u«« electricity for il- 
luminating purposes, and the maintenance 
and repairs thereof, for a perled uf SO years, 
provided, that no poles or appliances shall be 
bo placed, connected therewith, «s to mater- 
ially interfere with the said sidewalks, streets 
and public places, for business cr travel, and 
that ne main wires on the principal streets 
shall be lower than tweury teet front eoid 
streets. 


SECTION 2—That the above authority and 
permission is given in consideration of and 
upon the condition that the said f.

known far and wide in -the Sierras as 
"Snow-Shoe Thompson," who, nnti 
the building of the railroad, need to 
cross on snow-shoes the trackless wilda 
of the high Sierras, in the deud of Win- 
ter, carrying the overland mails strappec 
on hia back. The achievements of this 
Norwegian-born hero fall little short of 
the incredible, but they seem to be 
abundantly vouched for by his old ac- 
quaintances. Dan Db Quille, the well 
known editor, who was one of these, 
has collected the leading facts of Thomp 
son's life and achievements, to save the 
memory of them from passing away 
and gives the results in an article ef un- 
usual interest in the Overland Monthly 
for October.

not likely that Thompson's rival in gul- 
lant feats as a snow-shoer will ever be 
found, and these facts are the more hon- 
orable, because they were porformec 
simply, and as a matter of course, in the 
pursuit of a useful calling.
